Dist. Atty. W illiam O. Weissich 
said today “anyone having evi­ 
dence” concerning the fatal shoot­ 
ing of Robert (Larry) Stagner at 
Inverness “will be welcome to pro­ 
duce it a t the inquest” on Sept. 14. 
Weissich said he has m ade th a t 
offer to parents and friends of the 
dead m an in an effort tb clarify 
all aspects of the shooting by Stag- 
n e r’s father-in-law , Sherm an H as­ 
kell W illiams early Tuesday. 
B ut from the inform ation now 
available, 
the 
district 
attorney 
said he believes W illiams “law­ 
fully acted in the defense of his 
hom e and family.” To support his 
position, Weissich quoted from the 
C alifornia penal code regarding 
justifiable 
homicide. 
The 
law 
reads: 


LAW EXPLAINED 
“Homicide is justified when com­ 
m itted in defense of one’s hom e; 
against one who m anifestly in ­ 
tends or endeavors in a violent 
or tum ultuous m anner to enter the 
hom e of another for the purpose 
of offering violence to any person 
therein.” 
In this case, said Weissich, “the 
victim had com m itted acts of vio­ 
lence against his wife (Mrs. G len­

U nder it, all persons seeking 
legal aid, but unable to afford it, 
will speak to Morehouse. He will 
interview them and those persona 
eligible for the service will be re­ 
ferred to m embers of th e bar as­ 
sociation in rotation upon th e pay­ 
m ent of a nom inal registration 
fee of $1. T he attorney to whom 
the m atter is referred will render 
his service w ithout any com pen­ 
sation as a public service.

FHA Fraud 


By JAMES BACON 
LOS ANGELES (A*)—A Senate 
subcommittee blasting at a vicious 
racket in FHA home remodeling 
loans today heard more from swin­ 
dled homeowners. 
Senator Bennett (R-Utah) said 
yesterday, after a similar parade 
of woe, that the stories had made 
him sick. 
And, the senator added, the 
banks who discounted the paper 
are much to blame. In fact, he 
forecast the end of FHA home 
modernization loans unless banks 
police them better. 
“These swindlers would disap­ 
pear promptly if they couldn’t get 
the banks to discount their fraudu­ 
lent paper,” Bennett said, adding 
that it would not be realistic for 
the FHA to police the hundreds 
of thousands of small loans. 
The subcommittee heard wit­ 
nesses tell of such rackets as “the 
model home pitch—promoted by 
glib, high-pressure salesmen dub­ 
bed ‘the suede shoe boys’.” 


HOW RACKET WORKS 
The racket worked this way: A 
homeowner, usually in the modest 
income bracket, was approached 
by the smooth talking salesman 
and informed that his house had 
been nominated as a model home 
for, say, a mastic spray paint job. 
The job, according to the sales­ 
man, would be done at bare cost if 
the homeowner would allow his 
house to be shown to other pros­ 
pective customers. 
The householder then signs for 
an FHA loan for the job usually 
at an average cost of $700 for a 
modest, two-bedroom house.

T w o associate wardens at San Quentin 
Prison officially left Marin county this week 
to new assignments as a part of the general 
shuffle undertaken by the State Department 
of Corrections in its prison assignments. 
One is Douglas C. Rigg* who for 13 \eais, 
with a two year interruption, has served on 
The Point. 
The other is Robert L. Eck- 
lund, a Marin resident lor only four y°ats. 
Rigg came to San Quentin practically 
directly out of college. 
In 19.i$, when he 
graduated from University of California, he 
decided to studv penology at a time when it 
wasn’t such a popular profession. 
He took 
post graduate work at Stanford and Colum­ 
bia and in 1941 accepted the job as institu­ 
tional parole officer at San Quentin. 
I wo 
years later he was superv ising parole ollicer. 
Rigg saw from this vantage point, the dif­ 
ficulties the paroled man laces in securing 
emplovment after he leaves prison. 
He be­ 
came one of the principal advocates of a 
systematized employment procedure and he 
helped work out a system with the assistance 
of the labor unions to give the paroled man 


a h e lp in g h a n d . 
He left San Quentin for two years in 1944 
to act as supervisor of classifications lor the 
Department of Corrections, but was back 


again in 1946 as associate warden in charge 
of classification and treatment. 
In 
1952 
when Warden Clinton Duffy moved up to 
the *Adult Authority 
and 
Harley 'leets 
moved in as warden Rigg went into 1 eets’ 
old job as associate warden in charge of 


custody. 
Strangclv enough. Ecklund came to Sail 
Quentin from the same job Rigg had held 
for the state. After a history of probation, 
parole and prison experience in Wisconsin, 
he served as a sociologist at the youth cen­ 
ter in Lancaster and then became super­ 
visor of classification and treatment in Sac­ 
ramento. 
In 1950 he moved to San Quen­ 
tin as associate warden of the reception* 


guidance center. 
Roth of these men have built up fine 
reputations both among the inmates of San 
Quentin and the people of Marin. Rigg 
goes to Soledad, south of Salinas, as asso­ 
ciate warden of classification and treatment. 
Ecklund moves to the new temporary med­ 
ium security prison being set up on the old 
National Guard station at San Luis Obispo. 
He will be the only associate warden at 


the prison. 
We wish both of these men good luck in 


their new positions.

Looking At Itself 


As 'The Leader 


Observers in W ashington have 
pointed out th a t after the G ene­ 
va Conference the A dm inistra­ 
tion’s attitude in foreign affairs 
changed. This change did not 
am ount to a reappraisal of the 
policies though it will come to 
that. B ut it was a t least a change 
in the posture. 
We decided to stop thinking of 
Free Europe and Free Asia as 
waiting for us to call the tunes. 
Of ourselves as the “leader” w ith 
all the others as the followers. 
Of ourselves as the “leader” w ith 
all the others as the followers. 
Of ourselves initiating, sponsor­ 
ing and ratifying the policies of 
all the nations of the coalition. 
This posture was a bad habit 
acquired during the dangerous 
days right after the war when 
W estern Europe was prostrated 
and in fact dependent upon our 
help and guidance. 


W ESTERN 
EUROPE 
having 
recovered, 
the 
posture 
n o,w 
pleases no one except our noisier 
politicians looking a t themselves 
in the m irror of the headlines. 
It is alienating our friends with 
its 
insufferable 
condescension 
and it has been defeating our 
national purposes. 
All our spokesmen and all the 
Voices of America have not yet 
heard about this change of pos­ 
ture. But there is a change and 
it was brought about 
by 
two 
great events. The first was the 
showdown in W ashington over 
m ilitary intervention 
in 
Indo­ 
china. The second was the sight 
of the great powers 
on 
both 
sides of the Iron C urtain, nego­ 
tiating a truce while we were 
not actively present. 


A SHOWDOWN over 
in ter­ 
vention proved th at the Adm in­ 
istration, quite rightly 
in 
the 
particular circum stances, was not 
willing to go to war. Our passiv­ 
ity at Geneva showed th at dip­ 
lom atic relations 
on 
a 
world 
scale are possible w ithout our 
always playing the leading part. 
The President drew the true 
conclusion 
from 
these 
events 
when he said th a t we were not 
trying to lead, but to be good 
partners. 
None of this has been pleasing 
to our pride. But it m ay well 
have been good for 
our 
souls. 
For by the late spring our for­ 
eign relations were in a condi­ 
tio n - where som ething 
had 
to 
crack and give way. 


THE IMMINENT loss of no rth ­ 
ern Viet Nam, which had been 
described officially as of “tran s­ 
cendent” im portance, forced the 
showdown. On one hand, the Ad­ 
m inistration had 
been 
talking 
about defeating and rolling back 
the Com munist orbit; 
on 
the 
other 
hand 
it 
was 
reducing 
taxes, contracting the m ilitary 
forces, 
disengaging 
American 
troops. The tim e had come when 
w at Secretary of State Dulles 
said had to be reconciled with 
w hat Secretary of the Treasury 
H um phrey and Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson were doing. 
The time came when in Indo­ 
china a hard choice had to be 
made. Were the French to su r­ 
render Tonkin where they were 
defeated and in grave peril; or 
were we to go to war in Tonkin, 
a war which m eant a war w ith 
China? Anyone listening to the 
hrords spoken by the President, 
the Vice President, the Secre­ 
tary of State and all the m any 
part-tim e secretaries of state in 
Congress, would have been sure 
th a t the decision would be for 
war. But anyone looking at the 
budget, the tax bill, the m ilitary 
cu tb ack s,'th e 
de-activized 
di­ 
visions. the redeploym ent and 
the disengagem ent of American 
forces, had to predict th a t the 
decision would be not to inter­ 
vene. 


IT WAS em barrassing to eat 
the big words. But it would have 
been m any times more em bar­ 
rassing to explain to the voters 
th a t first we had reduced our 
forces and then we had involved 
ourselves in a war. 
The new diplomatic look com­ 
prised a reappraisal both of the 
policy of 
containm ent, 
which 
comes from Trum an, and of the 
policy of liberation, which was 
built on top of containm ent like 
a kind of penthouse. 
The purpose of both policies is 
adm irable, to prevent the Com­ 
m unist orbit from expanding and 
to make it contract. But a re­ 
appraisal of both policies be­ 
came necessary when they were 
militarized, when the 
attem pt 
was made to translate into m ili­ 
tary projects, when they ceased 
to be backed by a flexible and 
resourceful diplomacy. 


AS MILITARY 
policies 
and 
projects the policies of contain­ 
m ent and 
liberation 
are 
not 
w ithin the real m ilitary capa­ 
bilities df the W estern Allies and 
their Asian 
partners. 
W estern 
arm am ents are 
potent 
against 
organized aggression, but they 
are very nearly im potent against 
guerrilla revolution. 
The 
attem pt 
to 
im plement 
these 
policies 
with 
m ilitary 
forces 
a t 
all 
the 
vulnerable 
points of the world dem anded an 
enormous, an intolerable, com­ 
m itm ent of American forces far 
beyond the historic and natural 
lim its of American vital in ter­ 
ests.

Expensive 
State Fair 
Open Again 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS> —Once 
again, the California State Fair 
(this year 
it’s 
the 
California 
S tate F air and Exposition) has 
opened its gates for the annual 
extravaganza which will attract 
better than a half million adm is­ 
sion fees, and 
provide 
eleven 
days of entertainm ent for any­ 
one who cares to journey to Sac­ 
ram ento for the show. 
The fair started yesterday and 
will last through Sept. 12, with 
nine days of horse racing, one of 
the prime attractions, scheduled. 
There are no races on Sundays. 
Reports from the fair grounds 
indicate th a t the quality of the 
thoroughbreds has been stepped 
up this year, which will make 
the races even more of an a t­ 
traction. 


DESPITE THE fact th at the 
Exposition is a losing proposi­ 
tion for the taxpayers, no one 
seems to mind the fact th a t the 
annual event costs som ething 
more than a half million dollars 
a year. To be exact, expenses 
this year are expected to am ount 
to $677,458 more than revenue. 
The 1952 fair, it was estim ated, 
cost $625,561 more th an the fair 
took in, and the 1953 fair, $585.- 
256. 
These funds are made up not 
from the state’s general fund, 
but from the fair and exposition 
fund, which is 
replenished 
by 
horse racing money in sufficient 
am ounts to make up the deficit. 


ACTUALLY, there never has 
been a time when the /a ir, orig­ 
inated a hundred years ago for 
the prom otion of agriculture in 
California, has paid for itself, 
even on operating expenses w ith­ 
out consideration of the capital 
investm ent involved. Deficits in 
past years am ounting to more 
than a million dollars a year 
have not been uncommon. 
Thus, it is small wonder than 
th a t m any legislators look as­ 
kance at the exposition, and won­ 
der if the money used to finance 
* the show could not be diverted 
to some more useful purpose. 
There appears to be no reac­ 
tion against the exposition itself, 
but the fact it consistently op­ 
erates at a loss m itigates against 
its popularity in the m inds of 
hard-headed businessmen. 


THE CALIFORNIA State Fair 
and Exposition generally is con­ 
sidered the “parent” show of the 
nearly 60 district 
and 
county 
fairs throughout the state, all of 
which get a minimum of $65,000 
per year for operating expenses 
from the 
fair 
and 
exposition 
fund. 
In view of the revenue short­ 
age im pending next year, this 
annual donation is scheduled to 
come in for an airing, as m any 
of the district and county fairs 
operate at a loss. 
There appears to be little logic 
in the operation of a series of 
entertainm ent features at an a n ­ 
nual loss on the one hand, and 
the consideration of increasing 
taxes on the other hand, which 
is just the situation the Legis­ 
lature will find itself in when it 
convenes here in 1955. 


BUT, as in the past, the pres­ 
sure of the local politicians will 
in all probabilty. influence the 
legislators to continue the show 
on the road, as in the past, with 
funds th a t 
m any 
people 
feel 
should properly be diverted to 
the sta te s general fund for the 
more neces.sary expenditure* of 
governm ent for services the state 
cannot eliminate.

NEW YORK (U.B — The n a­ 
tion’s public schools open their 
doors in the next week or so to 
30,673,500 youngsters — a m il­ 
lion and one-half more than last 
fall. 
They will swing open on a d an ­ 
gerous picture: 
Too few teachers, substandard 
teachers, classes too crowded for 
individual attention, salaries at 
a sham eful level. 
School building is heavy but 
still so far behind the population 
surge th a t thousands again will 
attend in shifts, hold classes in 
corners 
of 
school 
cafeterias, 
study in shop showTooms. church­ 
es, synagogues, private homes, 
steel-fram e “portables” and in 
one Virginia town in a recon­ 
verted chicken coop. 


THE TWIN shortages, teach­ 
ers and classrooms, have inev­ 
itably led to trouble. One of the 
worst is rowdyism and a break­ 
down of discipline so bad in big 
cities like New York th a t thous­ 
ands are moving to the suburbs 
rath er th an expose 
their 
sons 
and daughters to unhealthy as­ 
sociations. 
Such a m igration, in 
turn, 
leads to new teacher and build­ 
ing shortages. 
The United 
Press has 
su r­ 
veyed public school conditions in 
20 cities from coast 
to 
coast, 
ranging in size from Portland, 
Me., to New York. It showed a 
most unpleasant situation, al­ 
though a spotty one. 
H artford, Conn., for example, 
has a satisfactory school hous­ 
ing situation as a result of a 
long-planned expansion and the 
fact it has no great population 
boom. So does Memphis. 
But in O m aha conditions are 
“terrifically overcrowded.” 


IN LOS ANGELES 40,000 to 
50,000 grade school pupils will 
not be able to attend full time. 
Pittsburgh has 121 school build­ 
ings of which 46 should be re­ 
placed 
immediately. In Cleve­ 
land the housing 
situation 
is 
“touch and go,” in Seattle worse 
than last year. 
The federal Office of Educa­ 
tion estim ates there will be 800,- 
120 qualified teachers for the 
elem entary 
schools 
this 
year 
compared with 816,800 last year. 
It says 924,600 are needed. The 
shortage of almost 125,000 m ust 
be made up from “emergency’* 
teachers. 
Classes will be no smaller than 
last year. 
In St. Louis, the grad« school 
classes are far too large — 39 
students per teacher. In Port­ 
land, Me., they average 29 stu­ 
dents per teacher, 
the 
lowest 
among the cities surveyed. 
M inneapolis had the biggest 
average high school classes, 20 
per instructor, 
while 
Topeka, 
Kans., has the sm allest — 20. 


IN 14 OF THE 29 cities, teach­ 
ers’ salaries have been raised 
during the past year. B ut they 
are pitifully small for profes­ 
sional people with college de­ 
grees. They range from a m ini­ 
mum of $2,624 and a m aximum 
of $3,805 in Little Rock to $3,700 
to $6,750 in San Diego. 
Educators say sadly th at in 
this richest of all nations they 
can’t seem to convince peopit 
th a t they m ust have more m on­ 
ey. The case of Pittsburgh is typ­ 
ical. 
H. H. Rothrock, secretary and 
business m anager of the P itts­ 
burgh Board of Education, re­ 
called the fight the board put 
up to get more state aid. At pres­ 
ent 13 per cent of 
its 
budget 
comes from the state government 
compared to 32 per cent in In ­ 
dianapolis, 28 per cent in San 
Francisco 
and 
sim ilarly 
high 
proportions across the country. 


T H E SCHOOL board asked 
the Legislature for an additional 
$2,100,000. The Legislature g ran t­ 
ed $500,000. A referendum was 
called seeking to raise the grant 
to $2,000,000.

Rate Is Set 


San Rafael Sanitation D istrict 
yesterday set its tax rate at 45 
cents for each $100 of assessed 
property valuation—one cent high­ 
er than last year. 
In the rate will be 23 cents to 
operate the district and 22 cents 
for interest and redem ption of 
bonded indebtedness. 
Although the district ended the 
fiscal year on June 30 with a $10.- 
300 surplus, the tax rate was hiked 
one cent to build an operating 
reserve, district directors said d u r­ 
ing the sem i-m onthly meeting.

Station May 


Become Park 


A Coast Guard station, which 
stood guard on the west Marin 
shore for nearly three-quarters of 
a century, may someday be turned 
into a park. 
The station is the Bolinas Bay 
Lifeboat station which was first 
commissioned into duty on Nov. 
21, 1878, when sailing vessels flo­ 
urished with heavy cargo into and 
out of the unbridged Golden Gate. 
However, a combination of new 
stations at Fort Point, at the foot 
of the Golden Gate Bridge, and at 
Point Reyes, and silting on the 
west Marin shore brought an end 
to the practicability of the Bolinas 
Bay station. 
It was “decommissioned’’ on July 
28, 1947, and this week the Federal 
government tried to sound out Ma­ 
rin supervisors on the possibility 
of turning the station into a park 
and recreation area. 
A letter, received from the U. S. 
Department of Interior, National 
Park Service, reported that the 
haif-acre station has been declared 
excess by the U.S. Coast Guard. 
MAY BE AVAILABLE 
“In the event the property is 
excess for all federal needs, it 
will be declared surplus and avail­ 
able to state and local agencies,” 
the letter pointed out. 
“If it is suitable for a park and 
recreation area, the property might 
be a deserving addition to the 
Marin County park system.” 
Supervisors Vera Schultz and 
James Kehoe were asked to inspect 
the buildings, constructed in 1917, 
and determine whether the sea- 
ahore property can be added to 
the Marin Park system. 
On the water-front station, now 
defaced with wild growing weeds, 
and an unkept shoreline, are the 
o n c e -white buildings of a quarters 
house, boathouse, washhouse, ap­ 
paratus house, quonset hut, wharf, 
atalrway, walks, pavements, flag­ 
pole, and water, electric and sewer 
ay stem s. 
One of the reasons why the 
Federal government is looking for 
prospective new owners, according 
to one Coast Guard office, is be­ 
cause of the “many complaints by 
people in the area to the condi­ 
tion of the station.”

Sausalito’s primary concern is 
that of carrying the tax -burden 
for the low cost redevelopment 
was voiced by J. Frank Houge, a 
Sausalito planning commissioner. 
Said Hogue, “Sausalito’s bond­ 
ing capacity has been reached and 
only direct taxes can raise money 
for schools. Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict includes Marin

and 
there are twice as many children 
attending from Marin City than 
fram Sausalito and the forts.”

4. Develop own schools and 
churches.

Answering objections that the 
low cost homes will be “cracker- 
boxes” and sub-standard build­ 
ings, Guy Ciocca, attorney for 
the housing authority answered: 
“The builders will have to follow 
the California and county building 
codes and work directly with the 
c o u n t y 
planning 
commission. 
Building here will be no different 
than any other place.” 
Other members on the panel 
discussion included: Mary Sum­ 
mers, county planning director, 
who “will watch that builders 
abide by the planning commission 
rules, that there is enough land, 
light and air lor each family.” 
Herman S. Dillon, Marin City 
Councilman chairman who felt 
that the “Tax problem was not 
peculiar to Marin City 
but 
a 
county-wide problem.” 
F. Loyd Grandi, realtor whose 
bid for private development of 
Marin City was .rejected by Marin 
Supervisors. Grandi said, “only 
feasible solution to Marin City is 
to tear it down and build per­ 
manent housing.” 
The housing authority has until 
Feb. 20, 1955, to complete negotia­ 
tions with the government. If no­ 
thing is settled by that deadline, 
the government will freeze the 
rentals, residents will receive evic­ 
tion notice and the land will be 
up for public auction.

The in­ 
cidence of polio began declining in 
June. 
MAY BE UNKNOWN FACTORS 
Of course, this could have been 
due to “unknown factors” of which 
there are many in polio epidemi­ 
ology. Dr. Van Riper said this 
year’s 
“season” 
seemed 
“more 
scattered with less impact” than 
last year’s but he said he couldn t 
say what th at meant, if anything. 
There wTas “no evidence” of less 
bulbar cases among this year’s vic­ 
tims, he added, and “the mor­ 
bidity is about the same.” 
Meanwhile, the National Office 
of Vital Statistics reported th at 
this year’s “season” is “leveling 
off” and the “peak is now being 
approached.” T hat usually hap­ 
pens at this time of year.

. NEW YORK (U.R) — Polio cases 
are running 40 per cent below a 
five-year average in the 217 areas 
where some 440,000 children were 
vaccinated against the disease last 
spring. 
The children vaccinated were in 
the six, seven, and eight-year-old 
groups. These groups, along with 
the five and nine-year olders, us­ 
ually account for 50 to 60 per 
cent of all polio cases. 
The comparative percentages oi 
these statistics compiled by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, match, more or less, 
but no one should take the m atch­ 
ing as anything more than a hope­ 
ful indication th at the experi­ 
mental Salk vaccine may have 
been effective. 
DECLINES COMMENT 
Dr. H art E. Van Riper, the Foun­ 
dation’s medical director, refused 
to comment on the grounds he is 
an interested party, and anyway 
it is extremely essential to get a 
completely scientific evaluation of 
the vaccine’s worth as a polio pre­ 
ventive. 
That evaluating is being done 
at the University of Michigan and 
it will be next spring, at the ear­ 
liest, before the Michigan scien­ 
tists can make their report, M ean­

YOUR HEALTH 
Difficulty In Swallowing 
Can Be Traced To Cancer

Anything from a sore throat to 
cancer can cause swallowing dif­ 
ficulty. And one fairly common 
cause of this condition is a car­ 
diospasm. This is a disease with­ 
out a known cause, In which the 
patient has difficulty in swallow­ 
ing, may actually vomit up the 
food he eats, and perhaps have 
severe pain while this is going on. 
Pain in the pit of the stomach 
is a very common symptoni. 
Anyone with swallowing diffi­ 
culty accompanied by vomiting 
should have a complete X-ray 
examination of the stomach to 
eliminate the serious disease of 
cancer as a possible cause. 


A BARIUM PREPARATION 
The patient swallows a solution 
of a barium preparation which 
fills out the stomach and the es­ 
ophagus, showing in the X -ray any 
disease th at may be present. 
A diagnosis of cardiospasm can 
also be made by the use of X-ray. 
This condition usually occurs in 
young and overactive, and some­ 
times mentally disturbed people. 
It is due primarily to a nervous 
disease and may be cleared up by

And the reptured 
kidneys th at resulted. 
“Getting the wind knocked out” 
is probably the most common foot­ 
ball injury. When it happens the 
people around you may even Joke 
about panty-waist players. Did you 
ever get the wind knocked out of 
you? It is agonizing. 
I ’ll be watching to see who makes 
the diagnosis on the field when a 
player is hurt. Will it be the team 
captain? Will it be the coach? Or 
some self-appointed “trainer?” It 
should be the team doctor. I ’ve told 
you of the 
time an untrained 
“trainer” pushed up and down on 
the chest of a boy whose ribs had 
been badly fractured.
